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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 


The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 5 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "said hinge" (claim 5, line 2) lacks clear antecedent basis and -said 
hinge bearing- is suggested. Claim 14 is incomplete and appears to be a jumble of 
several drafts. The claim needs complete revision. 


Claims 1-4, 6-13 and 15 are allowed. 

Claim 5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 


The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents of Robinson et al. (US 5050272), Gandy et al. (US 
5054168), Solomon et al. (US 5713108), Allen (US 5079806), Payton (US 3040749), 
Lantz et al. (US 5738444), Caradine et al. (US 6105217), Casey (US 5846255), Di 
Giovanni et al. (US 4487205) and JP8-48345 teach pertinent fastener structure.
